She told police 
that when she answered the 
door a pistol shot went through 
the screen but missed her. 

The Fagans lived in a neigh-

cated. They had one other 
child, Osee Jr., an infant. 
Vigorous Prosecutor. 

Fagan was described as a 
Vigorous prosecutor who had 
broken up bootlegging opera- 
tions in this dry county.

Education Commissioner 
Says State Should Have 
7500 More by 1960.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 24 
—Public school districts in 
Missouri should provide  be- 
tween 7500 and 8000 additional 
classrooms by 1960 to keep 
pace with the steadily increas- 
ing enrollment of pupils, 
Hubert Wheeler, state commis 
sioner of education, told the 
Post-Dispatch today 

Wheeler estimated the cost of 
this new construction to the 
districts would be about $185.- 


000,000 in a five-year period, 
based on a unit cost of $20,000 
to $25,000 per classroom in 
multi-classroom buildings 

“We need about 700 new 
classrooms a year to provide for 
population growth,” Wheeler 
said, “and about 800 other 


classrooms a year to take care 
of obsolescence in_ present 
buildings.” 

The 3316 public school dis- 
tricts in the state now are 
spending about $40,000,000 a 
year on new school buildings, 
or remodeling of existing build- 
ings, he said. Most of this 
money is local, derived largely 


from bond issues. The state 
provides about $1,500,000 a 
year in building allowances 
designed to induce reorganiza- 
tion and enlargement of school 
districts

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Appeal for Peace 


Probably the fact about the President's ac- 
ceptance address that made the greatest impres- 
sion on people generally was the appearance of 
progress toward recovery of the nation’s chief 
executive after his two serious illnesses. 

Mr. Eisenhower looked much improved to the 
correspondents in San Francisco when he met 
them to announce that Harold E. Stassen de- 
sired to second the Nixon nomination. The 
President looked even better as he stood on 
the rostrum at the Republican convention's final 
session. 

The acceptance address ran 40 minutes, Alto- 
gether the President was on his feet at one 
stretch for approximately an hour. He looked 
able to handle the excitement and strain of the 
noisy demonstration and the speech, but the 
American people, regardless of party affiliation, 
will hope that he is not being pushed te do more 
than he is safely able to do with his reduced 
strength 

Those who heard or have read the acceptance 
address know that it covered many subjects and 
was much divided and subdivided. It was part- 
ly a review, partly a look toward a possible fu- 
ture, partly a fervent appeal to the delegates to 
get out the vote and partly a‘ strong call for 
peace in the world.

Gov. Thomas B. Stanley holds that the state 
should pay no money to any public schools 
which integrate. And he has won majority sup- 
port from the Gray commission of 32 state legis- 
lators. That group reversed itself and voted 19 
to 12 to back the Governor's program. 

Originally the Gray commission proposed a 
“pupil-assignment” system which would have 
permitted assignment of pupils to schools to 
avoid desegregation. In addition, it proposed that 
the state pay tuition grants for private school- 
ing of pupils whose parents objected to sending 
them to integrated schools. 

This latter feature of the Gray plan was ac- 
cepted by Virginia voters in a referendum early 
this year and written into the State Constitu- 
tion. At the time the Virginia press greeted the 
decision as “designed to avoid enforced segre- 
gation.” 

Gov. Stanley's plan, however, is plainly de- 
signed to force segregation. That is the differ- 
ence. In Arlington, across from W 
school officials had said they would try to fol- 
low the original Gray plan. This would have 
permitted at least some integration. But if Gov. 
Stanley's proposal is accepted by the special 
session of the Legislature, Arlington or any 
community which attempts even token compli- 
ance with the Supreme Court order will be 
denied state schoo) aid. 

Virginia's effort to forestall integration is un- 
likely to succeed. Last month United States Dis- 
trict Judge John Paul ordered Charlottesville to 
plan to begin school desegregation in Septem, 
ber. “I am not willing,” the Judge said, “that 


this court be a knowing’and willing accessory 
to a policy which has as it purpose delay and 
evasion of the Gecision of the Supreme Court.”

The Arch Has U.S. Approval 

That a Jess than full-scale replica of the river. 
front arch would be “esthetically worthless” is 
the personal opinion of Alfred Stern of the 
Mid-America Jubilee, as expressed in a letter 
to the Post-Dispatch. Mr. Stern was replying to 
Maurice Simon, who had suggested that a model 
of the Saarinen arch might well have been built 
for the Jubilee. 


This could lead to one of those arguments 
without conclusion, but Mr. Stern plunged into 
a very different dispute when he wrote that “the 
Saarinen Arch has never been specifically ap- 
proved by the United States Government and 
the Department of Interior.” That is just as 
wrong aS wrong can be. The federal agency re- 
sponsible for the riverfront development, the 
United States Territorial Expansion Commission, 
formally accepted the prize-winning Saarinen 
design, including the arch, on May 25, 1948. 

The late Senator Alben W. Barkley, then 
was chairman of the commission. Its other mem- 
bers were: then Senators Donnell and Kem of 
Missouri, Edward Martin of Pennsylvania and 
Wayne Morse of Oregon, and Representatives 
Bakewell of St. Louis, Frank A. Barrett of 
Wyoming and Albert Thomas of Texas. All 
were enthusiastic about the design. 

Following the commission's action—which for- 
mally confirmed previous action by its execu- 
tive committee—Newton B. Drury, director of 
the National Park Service, transmitted its reso- 
lution of .acceptance to then Secretary of the 
Interior Krug with a favorable recommendation. 
Secretary Krug also gave the design his formal 
approval. 

These are the facts, and they should be 
known to all who are interested in the river- 
front, including Mr. Stern. We hope that the 
show under his direction will be a step in the 
revival of interest in the riverfront, a revival 
which we trust will culminate in the construc- 
tion of the magnificent arch. Even though it 4s 
still only on paper, the inspiring Saarinen con- 
ception is being widely used as a symbol of 
St. Louis, the Gateway of the West.

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Now, Egypt's Turn 

Eighteen of the 22 nations attending the Lon. 
don conference indorsed the modified Western 
plan for Suez which will now be presented to 
Egypt. But it would be a mistake to suppose 
that the conference was as overwhelmingly on 
“our side” as these figures suggest, even 
though the membership was stacked to prodyce 
a favorable result. 

With Soviet support, India, Indonesia and 
Ceylon opposed the Western plan to the end. It 
may be more significant that in order to gain 
the support of Pakistan, Iran, Turkey and Ethi- 
opia Secretary Dulles and other Western lead- 
ers had to make numerous changes in their 
plan. These nations, all of which have close 
ties to the West, nevertheless plainly leaned to 
the non-Western side of the dispute. They sym- 
pathized with Egypt's nationalization decree, 
stood up for Egypt's “sovereign rights” and 
sought to soften the West's proposals for out- 
right international operation of the canal. 

Thus the West came uncomfortably close to 
seeing the entire Middle Eastern and Asian con- 
tingent lined up against it, while the Soviet 
Union was as usual presenting itself as the un- 
dying friend of the ex-colonial nations. And 
though 18 nations finally did back the Western 
plan, the broad sympathy for Egypt's position 
which underlay this decisign undoubtedly will 
encourage President Nasser to reject the ma- 
jority statement, as India predicts he will do. 


A rejection itself would not be disastrous if 
Nasser proved willing to negotiate from there 
on. The West has made plain it stands ready 
to do so. Let us hope that the Russians, the 
Indians and anybody else who has access to 
Nasser will strongly advise him to pursue that 
course. 

Fruitful negotiation will be impossible, how- 
ever, if the refusal of Western pilots to move 
ships through the canal ties up traffic and 
builds up a new crisis atmosphere. The Suez 
company and the British and French govern- 
ments are apparently encouraging this “strike,” 
and Cairo is muttering threats of retaliatory em- 
bargoes on British and French shipping. Sure- 
ly. cool heads can devise temporary arrange-

The engineering unions have met at 
York to discuss a problem that is as 
old as industry—what is to happen to 
the human workers who are displaced 

temporarily, perhaps, but still dis- 
place by machines which do their 
jobs more quickly and cheaply. 

Some 12,000 men are on strike at 
Coventry for fear that machines are 
about to steal their bread and butter, 
and unless something is done soon to 
give fresh heart to the men and wom- 
en who see their livelihood threatened 
by the new processes that are loosely 
called “automation” such strikes may 
occur with increasing frequency. 

Every such strike will make it a little 
harder for this country to earn a living 
in a world which sees no particular 
reason to pay more for British goods 
because British workers dislike letting 
machines do some of their work. 

For whom are the machines going to 

work? That is a pressing question. We 
thinks of industry too much in terms 
merely of production, as if the prob- 
lems of producers (managers or work- 
people) were the only problems, 
» But there is no virtue in producing 
anything unless it ls produced for some 
purpose, and automatic machinery will 
be justified only if it can ‘and does) 
produce more of the goods that people 
want more cheaply, and so raise living 
standards all around.

In this, of course, the workers in 
any given factory have as direct an in- 
terest as the:rest of us; they have the 
same wants as anybody else, and if 
new machinery can help to satisfy them 
more readily they will gain with every 
body else, even if they do have to move 
to different jobs 

Looking back over 50 years, we can 
see that the coming of the typewriter 
widened immensely the whole range of

office employment, and found jobs by: 


tens of thousands for women who 
would otherwise have had little chance 
of earning an independent living. But 
from the point of view of elderly male 
clerks thrown out of work by the com- 
ing of one young woman with a ma 
chine, the typewriter, must have 
seemed the very embodiment of evil. 
So it is with the ‘new electronic 
equipment which can replace human 
supervision of machines: one man (or 
one woman) may be needed to control 
the electronic switchgear, but what of 
the men and women by tens or fifties 
whose accustomed jobs will disappear? 
It fs true that there is other work 
for them: bus services are crying out 
for men, there is work on the railways 
for any fit man who wants to take it, 
and there is a great shortage of women 
to do domestic work in hospitals and 
institutions. But such jobs are not

sought after. And not only are they 
less attractive ways of earning a living 
but as things are they are likely to be 


less profitable: a pleasant factory job 
is often better paid than far more 
arduous ‘and often more responsible 


work in one of the public services. 


This is one of the problems that the 
union movement should attend to: and 
it is ill-equipped to do so. 

A trade union catering for metal 
workers liable to be displaced by an 
automatic mechanism is not much in- 
terested in the wages of busmen or of 
hospital orderlies. Its shop stewards 
are inclined to take the narrowest view, 
and to insist that, if metal workers are 
displaced, other metal work must be 


found for them at the same wages. If 
that is impossible they are likely to 
call a strike 

But as automation progresses the 
finding of alternative work exactly. or 


even similar, to the work “redundant” 
used to do is bound to be impossible. 


Two Wavs to Help Workers 


the individuals who are help- 
displaced by processes over 
which, as individuals, they have no 
control, both need help and deserve 
it. Two immediate steps are necessary 
—one by the trade union movement 
itself, one by the Government. 

The unions must surely recognize 
that the resettlement of workers dis- 
placed by automation cuts across exist- 
ing lines of demarcation, and that it 
can be achieved only by a combined 
operation in which all unions co-ope: 
ate in training schemes and accepting 
members from other trades. 

The Government, for its part, must 
equally surely recognize that more is 
needed to move men to new jobs than 
the existing agency services of the 
labor exchanges. The manual worker 
no longer travels through life as lightly 
as once he was expected to: high wages 
for a decade or more may have made 
him a man of property, with roots and 
possessions in a particular place. How 
ean he face cheerfully a heavy loss on 
the forced sale of his house if he has 
to move to a job in another district at 
a lower wage’ 

As a community we have thought it 
“ood that the standard of living of 

age-earners should be steadily raised 
we cannot shrug_our shoulders at the 
prospect of its fortuitous reduction. 

Would it be possible for unemploy- 
ment insurance, perhaps for an addi- 
tional premium, to pay substantial re- 
settlement grants to take care of losses 
on an enforced change of job? That is 
one line that might be explored. 

Trade unions cannot prevent the 
spread of automation: they can, and 
should, press for measures to alleviate 
the human strains it brings. They must 
help in making such measures work. 
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A Short Lived Breed 


THE FUNNY MEN. by Steve Allen. 

Schuster, 279 pgs, $3.9.) 

A great deal of the material of tele- 
vision comedians is tasteless, blue, limp, 
half-witted and/or, most unforgivable 
of all, not funny. A great deal of it is 
right good. Mr. Allen, in writing about 
individual television comedians, writes 
about the latter. 

Mr. Allen, himself a funnyman, has 
written about other members of his 
profession and scemingly didn't want to 
make anybody mad. Except for a few 
genile exceptions he knocks nobody's 
product. He simply chats along about 
some of the name comedians, informally 
and with a highly praiseworthy refusal 
to write funny. 

He includes a chapter each on the late 
Fred Allen, Benny, Berle, Caesar, Glea- 
son, Gobel, God- 
frey, Hope, Buttons, 
Cantor, Cox, Leven- 
son, Jerry Lewis, 
Marx, Silvers and 
Skelton, and touches 
on many others. He 
makes none of them 
come alive, nor evi- 
dently intended to. 

Television come- 
dians are a breed 
whose members 
have’ a generally 
short public-life ex- 
pectancy. A few of 
the comedians he 
writes about have 
already fallen into relative oblivion; a 
few up-and-comers aren't mentioned 
Allen explains the comedians he touches 
on are far from all the top-notchers; 
just seme he felt like writing about. He 
also explains “nor will this book be a 
gold mine of biographical information.” 
His prediction was accurate. 


One thing, he keeps the usual “analy- 
is of humor mercifully brief and non- 
pompous. The book, matter of fact, is 
made up largely of Allen's observations 
of his contemporaries, few of the ob- 
servations being particularly fresh. 
along with some anecdotes you may not 
have heard before. 


He explains his purpose in writing 
the book: “I hope that, after you read 
it, you will have a better understanding 
of the comedians you watch on TV. If 
you drive a truck or sell insurance, I 
think this book will make you more tol- 
erant. If you are a professional critic, I 
hope this book will make you more 
humble.” 

Well, those are pretty lofty aims for 
a potboiler but we wish it well. Allen 
himself, a multi-talented young man, is 
considered by a great many people as 
one of the best and most refreshing. 
comedians around today. He's been 
good on radio, TV and in the movies. 
The jacket blurb says that with all his 
activities his one big problem now is 
“to find erough time to write.” Well, 
something's got to go—that’s ¥!! there 
is to it.

The Korean War was a very 
unpopular war, and the reason 
for that was that it was grossly 
mismanaged by President Tru- 
man.

Korea was liberated from the 
Japanese empire at the end of 
World War II, and by the armis- 
tice agreement the northern 
part of the country was oc- 
cupied by Soviet forces and the 
southern part by United States 
forces. The dividing line was 
the famous thirty-eighth paral- 
lel of latitude. The legitimate 
Korean government was in the 
American zone, Dr. Syfigman 
Rhee was the head of this gov- 
ernment with its seat in the 
historic capital of Seoul. 


In the northern zone, the 
Soviets set up a Korean puppet 
government which they sup- 
ported and armed, as we armed 
the South Korean government.

At the end of June, 1950, the 
North Korean army invaded 
South Korea, and broke through 
the South Korean army.

OTHER SUBJECTS, familiar 
to every parent, include choice 
of friends, choice of clothes, 
social life, and plans for the 
future. 

It is interesting to note that 
the boys and girls have almost 
the same problems except on 
one subject. Parents evidéntly 
find fault with the school work 
of their sons much more fre- 
quently than with that of their 
daughters. This is partly be-

Starting with this informa- 
tion, parents ought to prevent a 
latge part of the disagreements 
by wise planning.

| TV Pitchman

ESTER MORRIS, a short fat man with the air of one 

who likes people and good food, is perhaps the best 

known pitchman in the. country today. For some four 
years now people have been seeing him on television, mov- 
ing hot dogs, steaks, chickens and other items in and out 
of a home broiler in a steady procession, and talking a 
blue streak at the same time. Many persons consider his 
commercials as good as many shows, and better than some. 
As for Morris, he is out to do for the home rotisserie what 
Betty Furness did for the refrigerator, and the way things 
are going now, he'll make it. , 

As a result of his television fame, department stores 
which carry the broilers started demanding personal ap- 
pearances, so now Morris spends part of every year on 
the road, putting on shows for the customers, and it’s quite 
a production. 

Morris wants it made ciear, however, that he is neither 
a demonstrator nor a salesman. He is a pitchman pure and 
simple and he has the old time pitchman’s pride in the fact. 
And a pitchman has nothing but contempt for the demon- 
strator, who does nothing but recite a set spiel while he 
goes through the motions of showing how something works. 
A pitchman sells, of course, but his selling is a specialized 
art. Highly specialized. One almost gets the impression 
from Morris that a pitchman’s performance is more impor- 
tant to him than the sale.

LIKE the star of a Broadway show, the pitchman is 
extremely sensitive to the moods and reactions of his 
audience, He knows when he has them in the palm of his 
hand, he knows if they are losing interest. He knows when 
to digress with a little joke to relax his audience, and he 
khows to a split second the psychological moment to close 
in for the kill. 

Morris became a pitchman while he was still in high 
school. His father was a manufacturer of kitchen gadgets 
whose biggest source of sales was through pitchmen. During 
the summertime at Asbury Park, N.J., where he grew up, 
and at Atlantic City where he used to spend his summers,

he would hang around the pitchmen and watch them work. 
A summertime job would pay a high school boy maybe 15 


bucks a week. The pitchmen were making 100 bucks a 
week. He became a pitchman.

IN RECENT YEARS, Morris points out, the pitchman 
has come up considerably in the social scale. Peopie used to 
associate them with shell game artists. There are all kinds 
of pitchmen, Morris admits, but a good pitchman is a good 
salesman, and the advertising agencies have found it out. 

“One thing about being a pitchman,” Morris says, “you 
ean always go to work. You can go into any big store, and 
ask ‘What isn’t moving? Let me make a pitch.’ And he’s in 
business.” 

There are basic fundamentals of the art, and the first 
one is, to have complete confidence in what you're selling. “A 
pitchman has got to sell himself first. Then when he gets 
complete confidence, he can get the confidence of the 
people. It’s a sort of double confidence.”

A GOOD PITCHMAN knows how to make people 
laugh, but also knows that comedy is a thing which must 
be used with great discrimination. Laughs must never be 
at the expense of the listeners. And the pitchman should 
never be just a funny man. A little humor now and then 
keeps the listeners relaxed, and relaxed is the way, you 
want them. But they should laugh with the pitchman, and 
not at him. He isn’t there just to try to make like Bob 
Hope. He’s there to sell a product, and even a joke, Morris 
points out, should be a bridge which leads him back to 
the main subject, his product. 


Some people wonder how. a pitchman gets his crowds. 
At fairs and expositions, Morris points out, there’s an 
abundance of persons who just flow from one pitch to an- 
other. A good pitchman can usually tell the interested 
persons from the idly curious.

WHEN MORRIS MAKES A PITCH in a department 
store as he did here, he sets up a long table with a chopping 
block and other equipment, including, of course, the rotis- 
serie. Then he starts putting on his chef's cap and apron, 
picks up a knife and starts cutting up something, talking in 
a casual sort of way all the time, and the first thing you 
know he has a crowd. All he has to do then is hold them, 
and one of the tricks is to keep things moving. 


While he has the hot dogs in the broiler cooking away, 
he is showing how to prepare a rack of ribs, and while 
they're cooking he is making pizza and while the pizza is 
cooking he is showing how to put a whole chicken on a 
spit. Sometimes he is brusque with the women like Arthur 
Godfrey, and they just love ft. Sometimes he is ecstatic: 
“Oh, LOOK at*that chicken! ISN'T that a BEAUTIFUL 
thing!

HE FIGURES that in the past four years, both on and 
off television, he has cooked nearly 7000 chickens, nearly 
25,000 pizzas, 10,000 steaks and 5000 racks of spareribs. Yet 
steak and chicken and pizza remain among his own favorite 
foods. He weighs in the neighborhood of 250 pounds, and 
it’s part of his job to stay that way. 

Who eats all this stuff he leaves after a demonstra- 
tion? In a New York television studio it led to a jurisdic- 
tional dispute between the stage hands and the camera crew 
that finally had to be arbitrated by the union. Now they 
divide it. In department stores it's usually the reward of 
some kind saleswoman who cleans up his “kitchen,” after 
the show. Like many'men, Morris likes to cook, but he hates 
like the dickens to have to clean up afterward.

Hazelwoodss Little School Grows Up 


County District Spends Million on New Buildings to Meet Phenomenal Growth in Population 


By Clarissa Start 


N top of the large modern 
() esi in the office of Clif- 
ford R. Kirby is an onyx 
ashtray from Mexico, decorated 
in traditional style with the 
carved figure of a sombrero- 
topped peon taking a siesta. It 
catches the visitor’s eye for 
sheer reasons of contrast. There 
is precious little opportunity 
for a siesta in this office, head- 
quarters of one of the fastest 
growing enterprises in fast 
growing St. Louis county. As 
superintendent of schools in 
Hazelwood District R-1, Clifford 
Kirby has no time for napping 
and doesn’t dare put off any- 
thing until manana because ma- 
nana is always today. 
“Hazelwood District is the 
most phenomenal thing that's 
happened in the school business 
in this state,” says Kirby, a 
heavy-set man in his early 
forties, who combines a count- 
try-boy accent with a city-boy 
speed of delivery. “Our history 
goes back only to Oct. 27, 1951. 
Prior to that time there were 
13 school districts in this 65- 
square-mile area, and in the 
parent district, Elm Grove, in 
1950-51, they were still holding 
classes in a one-room red 
schoolhouse.” 


A long way from one-room 
schoolhouses, Hazelwood is com- 
pleting a new elementary school 
to go with its new high school, 
approximately a million dollars’ 
worth of buildings which are 
expected to be inadequate by 
next year. There were 662 
children in 1951; there are esti- 
mates of 2600 this fall. 

Other statistics are as im- 
pressive. In 1952 there was one 
school bus. This year there'll 
be 21. That same year there 
were 27 teachers. This year 
there'll be 112. Nor has the 
problem reached its peak. Pro- 
jecting into 1960, school execu- 
tives figure they'll have to pro- 
vide for 7000 or 8000 students. 


* 
é¢ E’RE purchasing 
ground for a new high 
school,” Kirby says. “I 
think we'll have to start build- 
ing it next year and may be in 
it by September 1958.” 

When the school district was 
organized, the city planning 
firm of Harland Bartholbmew 
was employed to’ make a popu- 
lation survey so that schools 
could be placed in the proper 
location. But the move into the 
area has been so accelerated 
that the 10-year building proj- 
ect has almost reached capacity 
in five years. 

On the map prepared at that 
time, Kirby indicates with his 
forefinger the vast area taken in 
by Hazelwood R-1. It stretches 
past three bridge points, the one 
at St. Charles, Lewis and Chain 
of Rocks, comes far inland over 
Florissant valley. Three 
things have led to the mush- 
rooming growth in this region, 
Kirby points out. 

“The McDonnell plant, first 
of all, brought people out who 
wanted to live near their work,” 
he says. “The next was the 
building of the Lincoln-Mercury 
plant in Hazelwood, which for- 
merly was the village of Rob- 
ertson. And third, the fact that 
the east end of our district is 
only 30 minutes from down- 
town has led to its development. 
This was literally the last fron- 
tier.” 

The growth in population can 
be traced through the increase 
ix. students. In the fall of 1951, 
662; in 1952, 811; 1953, 945; 
1954, 1413; 1955, 2070. The 
growth of the district itself and 
its mode of operation simply 
kept step with this increase.:

“The district itself grew up 
around one woman,” Kirby 
says, “Mrs. Lorene Lusher, who 
taught in the one-room school 
at Elm Grove.” 

In 1951 this school was bulg- 
ing at the seams so a three- 
room sandstone building re- 
placed it, When the district was 
consolidated in 1951, Mrs. 
Lusher became the first super- 
intendent; however, it was more 
of a job than she wanted and 
Kirby was brought in. A native 
of Bloomfield, Mo., graduate of 
Southeast State Teachers Col- 
lege at Cape Girardeau, with 
a master’s degree from the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, Kirby had 
been school superintendent in 
southeast Missouri, and was 
high school principal in Brent- 
wood when offered this job. 

Indicative of the growth of 
the district was the fact that 
a student in last year’s gradua- 
tion class had started school in 
the one-room school house at 
Elm Grove. Mrs. Lusher, now 
a second grade teacher, was 
called on to give out this di- 
ploma, but this turned out to 
be a ruse. They really wanted 
to get her there to give her 
the news that the new elemen- 
tarv school will bear her name.

IRBY lists as the number 
K one job the district has had 

to face, “getting the schools 
open on time.” Last year a con- 
crete strike held them up; this 
year it was a sheet metal strike. 
But with all the delays, building 
has gone on at arapid pace. Last 
year, $356,000 was spent for 
alterations and additions, $130,- 
286 for new buildings, $127,000 
for purchase of land, $25,000 
for improvement of sites, $17,- 
000 for furniture. The year be- 
fore, $639,000 was spent for | 
new structures, $23,000 for site | 
improvements, $22,000 for alter- | 
ations, $76,000 for furniture. | 
Much of this went into the |

EACHING is a_ subject 
T whier brings out the evan- 

gelist in Kirby—and speak- 
ing of evangelists, he has oc- 
cupied Methodist pulpits nu- 
merous times as a forceful- 
speaking layman—as he tries to 
convey his dedication to the 
teaching profession. 

This is in spite of the huge 
amount of overtime he’s been 
called on to put in over recent 
years. At present he has an 
assistant, George Vancil, who 
succeeded him in his former 
superintendent job in southeast 
Missouri, and whom he later 
brought to Hazelwood as an in- 
structor. But until this year, 
His job has been anything but 
an eight-hour-a-day career. 

“At times during bond issue 
drives I've worked so long that 
my wife figured I was earning 
$1.50 an hour,” he says, “but I 
love it. It’s like preaching, it 
gets to be a calling. I had a 
chance to get out of it when I 
did industrial teaching at Oak 
Ridge, Tenn., during the war, 
but as soon as I could, I went 
right back in. We have a man 
in our shop here who works at 
a plant during the summer and 
makes more there in three 
months than he does here in 
six, but he comes back every 
year.

O matter what other vege- 

tables you choose fora mea) 

in the next weeks, you at 
almost ture to use those fise 
ripe red tomatoes that are us- 
ually in profusion just now. 
Sometimes, these are merely 
Sliced, preferably after skin- 
ning. 

Enthusiasts feel that these 
need but salt and pepper and 
possibly a little vinegar. Others 
prefer them sprinkled with 
sugar. This was perhaps the 
original way they were used, 
since they were prepared as a 
fruit rather than a salad and 
served with sugar and cream. 
Those who dared to use toma- 
toes in any form were looked 
on with suspicion at first, as 
this plant — sometimes grown 
for decorative purposes in- 
northern climes—was reputed 
to cause cancer. 


This was merely a rumor, 
such as we sometimes get now- 
adays in regard to some food. 
For an untold number of years, 
tomatoes have been appreciated 
in Central and South America, 
to which they are believed to be 
indigenous. Although the na- 
tives had never been told that 
they were good for them, to- 
matoes undoubtedly contributed 
valuable nutrients. 


No other vegetable has been 
scored higher than tomatoes by 
those who are experts on nutri- 
tion. Fortunately, cooking has 
little effect that is detrimental. 
In either raw or cooked form, 
they added both flavor and food 
value to our meals. 


Marinated Tomatoes. 


Scald tomatoes with bolling 
water and remove skins. Cut 
into quarters or eighths. Place 
in bowl with sliced sweet onions 
and diced celery. Sprinkle lib- 
erally with French dressing and 
chill in refrigerator until ready 
to use. 


Baked Tomatoes. 


Wash tomatoes and cut in 
halves. Arrange in baking dish. 
Sprinkle with salt, pepper, 
sugar, sliced onion and chopped 
parsley. Dot with butter or 
small pieces of bacon, Bake in 
moderate oven (350 degrees) 
25 to 30 minutes, until tender. 
Allow one tomato per serving.
